The reserve is the total amount 
of premium “which the policy hold- 
er has paid less the company’s ex- 
penses and profits incident to ear- 
rying the policy. 











Fot a year Marie Lehmann, 26 years 
old, counted the days which she must 
pass before, under the-_terms of a life 
insurance. policy she could kill herself 
and thus leave her helpless invalid 
sister, Maggie, 19 years old, $1000. 

A clause in the policy said that the 
insurance would not,.be paid if the hold- 
er of the policy committed suicide with- 
in one year, but that, after that, self- 
destruction would not be a bar to co)- 
lecting the insurance. The year expired 
Tuesday. Marie Lehman killed herself 
Wednesday by swallowing carbolic acid. 

The insurance policy, naming her sis- 
ter Maggie as beneficiary, was found 
among her effects at the rooming house, 
2820 Pine street, where she lived. 

When Marie left her sister Wednes- 
day afternoon she said: “April Fool’s 
day ia my day.” 
a mystery until the policy was found 
and it became clear that for 305 ddys 
the web of Fate had been ‘slowly. un- 
winding and’ the skein of life had been 
diminishing for Marie. When the Iast 
thread was off the reel her mission was 
ended and she carried out the -resolu- 
tion which she had made a year be- 
fore. 

Fever Made Her invalid. 

When Maggie Lehmann was i years 
old scarlet fever made her a hopeless 
invalid who required constant atten- 
tion night and day. 

For the twelve years which have 
passed since then the burden of caring 
for the afflicted girl had been upon the 
shoulders of ‘er sister. 

Their father, a ranchman in Idaho, 
was shot from ambush and killed five 
years ago, and under the terms of his 
will each of the girls received $200u. 
This small fortune was rapidly dwind- 
ling away. Marie spent not only her 
sister’s share, but her own, for medical 
and surgical treatment for Marie. 

Only a few hundred dollars remained 
when Marie hit upon the plan of in- 
suring her life in her sister’s favor and 
killed herself. 


Kills Self in Forest Park. 
The fulfillment came when she went 


to Forest Park .and committed suicide. 
Her body was found on a bench at the 
junction of Grand and Jefferson drives 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Marie had frequently told Mrs. Whip- 
ple, who keeps the rooming house, that 
the burden of caring for her sister was 
almost too great for: her to bear and 
had hinted that if she could leave Mag- 
gie well provided for she would ‘go 
away.” 

A week ago she departed from the 
rooming house and remained away three 
days. When she returned she said she 
had been in an auto accident. 
Whipple now belfeves that she con- 
templated suicide at that time and went 
away to wind up her personal affairs in 
preparation for the carrying out of her 
plan. 
After Marie’s disappearance a week 
ago H. A. Germond of Seattle, Wash., 
whose wife is a sister of the Lehmann 
girls, forwaraed to the St. Louis police 
a letter which Maggie, the invalid, had 
written to Mrs. Germond. 

Thought She Was Deserted. 
The afflicted girl did not dream of the 
sacrifice which was about to be made 
for her. She wrote that Marie had de- 
scerted her and that she feared she 
would be taken to the City Hospital. 
“please send for me at once,” she 
pleaded. “I have been 100 great a 
burden for Marie and she has left me 
alone.’ 
* The police were investigating state- 
rnents made in this letter when the 
lifeless body of Marie was found. 
Marie is described by Mrs. Whipple 
as having been & young woman of no- 
ble cheracter, devoted solely to the 
care of her sister. For~months she 
carried Magsic up and down stairs 
every day when she took her to a hos- 
pital for treatment, 
For the last year, Mrs. Whipple says, 
Marie has seemed unusually serene of

Die Stamped Athenian Coins. 
Prof. K. Zengelis, writing in the 
Chemiker Zeitung, calls attention to 








what is probably the only genuine an- 


tique die used for coinage that has been 
preserved, It was found in Egypt in 
19044, but is now in the Museum of 
Athens. It consists of bronze, and is 
engraved with the owl that was 
stamped on Athenian  tetadrachama 
pieces, which contained about as much 
silver as three-quarter dollars. The die 
is of high scientific interest on account 
of the evidence it gives of the skill of 
the ancients, three or four hundred 
years before Christ, in° metallurgy. It 
contains about 22% per cent of tin and 
nearly 70 per cent of copper. It is ex- 
tremely hard, but at the same time 
possesses a certain malleability, due to 
the great purity of the copper and tin, 
which were carefully freed from all 
traces of lead and zinc ¢o preserve the 
hardness, and from arsenic and anti- 
mony to avoid brittleness.

“STICKING TO” A POPULAR PURPOSE. | 
When Gov. Folk says that if the Supreme Court 


1878. | should invalidate the primary law for any reason. 


he would immediately gummon the Legislature in 
special session to enaet another, he Jays down a 
principle which ought’to be widely recognized 
and universally acted upon. 

There is a disposition everywhere to abandon 
éffort in any direction when the courts find fatal 
defects in laws for which there has been a great 
public demand. In this way the impression is 
| created that the courts rule the land contrary to 


|| thé people’s will and that attempts at reform or 


progress are useless. 

Demagog? and ignorance have been advocating 
for some time the abolition or the restriction of 
the power of courts in these matters, when it is 
plain enough that the judgments rendered do not 
usually ‘go to the objects of the acts annulled 
but pertain only to the methods by vprich it has 
been sought to red@ch them. 

In faet, a court rarely inyalidates a law without 
stating in simple terms how it might have been 
made unobjectiofiable. It always gives reasons 
fer holding it to be unconstitutional. There re- 
mains, then, for the people and the Legislature 
one of two coursés. If the constitutional objec- 
tion cannot be cured an amendment is always in 
order. If the criticism apply only to the language 
used, correction and re-enactment are compara- 
tively easy. 

It is a fair infcrence hat the people of Mis- 
souri are overwhelmingly in favor of a direct 
primary law. Their representatives have passed 
such a measure. If the court should find some 
fatal defect in the act, no higner duty would de- 
volve upon the Legislature than “to make the 
necessary corrections “and re-enact the law. In 
this way only can popular government be \recon- 
ciled with constitutional government and made 
effective. 

Congress now has under consideration various 
bills designed to meet judicial objections to laws 
passed some time ago. To fail in pressing these 
measures to passage would be to admit that the 
legislative department was insincere in the first 
place, or that, having made a mistake, it is hardly 
worth while to qorrect it. This comes too near 
a confession that popular government is.a matter 
of caprice to be agreeable to anybody. 

The possibility of a special session in Missouri 
has been met in some places with the protest that 
State funds are low and that the treasury cannot 
meet the expense. in a case of this kind the cost 
is the last thing that should be considered. A 
few thousand’ dollars more or less in the expense 
of government should not weigh for an instant 
ax against the enforcement of the public. will. 

It is to be hoped, of course, that no defects will 
‘b? found in the primary law, but if a case should 
be carried up and the court should rule against 
the enactment, Gov. Folk would be fully justified 
in calling the Legislature. and asking for a new 
law at once. ® 
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JEFF DAVIS’ SIDE OF THE STORY. 

Some men are better at explaining defeats than 
at fighting battles. It has never been for Jeff 
Davis to say_tersely with the Roman hero: Veni, 
vidi, vici.

Jeff did not wait for any more. His sense of 


self-preservation is very acute. It is an inter- 
esting picture that fancy draws of the statesman 
in retreat, sans hat; sans cane, hair and coattails 
flying, and doing the 100 yards in about 10 flat. 
Says he: 

I ran to my office in the Reigler Building, got my 
navy six-shooter and, returning, I saw Helm run- 


ning like a coward.

How to Train Children in the Graceful Way 
They Should Grow.. Written for the

VERY well-formed child should learn to dance, and it is possible 

F for fathers and mothers, with the aid of suggestions here given, to teach 

their little children steps and movements which will make them strong 
and graceful. 

Not only is dancing the best form of physical culture, particularly for wo- 
men, but it helps both boy and girl to overcome the painfully aWkward period 
known as the ungraceful age. 

The girl or boy who Knows how to dance, and who has been trained 
from childhood in grace and suppleness, will not be conscious of its arms an 
legs when these embarrassing members grow too long amd lank. 

Dancing has a reflex action on a child's mentality. At’ little dances who 
knows that she has mastered some nart of her art and controls some of 
the muscles of her little body has more poise, more self-possession, than 
the child .whose arms and legs are flung about at random without thought 
of grace or beauty. 

To learn to control one’s body perfectly is what dancing teaches us, and it’s 
the first step in learning to contro] the mind. 

When I say that well-formed children should know how to dance, I do not 
mean that those to whom nature has been less kind should miss the pleasure 
and the exhilaration of dancing when this is possible. [I know a young girl 
with a club foot who goes to dances and has many partners. Though she can- 
not rival her more favored friends in the art, the persistency which she has 
practiced in learning to dance has grevtly cvercome her slight limp and has also 
made her less conscious of her affliction. . 

I began my studies in dancing at the age of eight, and that is not too young 
for other children to learn. 

My first months of practice were devoted to foot, leg and knee exercises 
which I performed while holding onto a bar. Here I practiced the different 
positions of the feet and limbs until I was so far along that I could keep my ba!- 
ance without holding to the bar. 

I did not practice toe-dancing for some time after that and I don’t con- 
sider it well to teach a child to stand on the tips of the toes until the feet 
are stronger ard the leg and instép muscles well developed. \ 

Many people believe that because a dancer stands on the tips of her toes 
and because her feet strong and muscular that they are differently or 
perhaps not as well formed as others. This is quite erroneous, however. The 
child who learns the correct use of its feet in dancing, who always wears 
well-shaped shoes and slippers, need rever fear blemishes of any kind. The 
feet of the best dancers are’ usually perfect. And if they show the slightest 
blemish or malformation the dancers have themselves and not their art to 
blame. 

The little dancer should be especially carefully shod, Wearing well arched 
shoes or slippers made of carefully prepared leather: 

A child’s costume for dancing exercise should consist of short skirts with 
knickerbockers beneath and flat shoestied around the ankles. 

If a bar is not available in the home, the back of a heavy chair will do. 
The chair should reach to within shoulder height of the child. The exercises 
should be gone through on a wooden floor, but resin is not necessary until ac-
